The fourth days’ session of the Legislature was an 
active one and an immenze num ber of bills were in' 
troduced in both houses. Iu the Senate Langfcrd and 
Ryan introduced road law's, and Ryan introduced 
apportionm ent bills.

This Act is intended to pre­ 
vent Township Justices from holding Courts within 
tbo lim its of municipal corporations haviug^ipopu 
lation of ten thousand and not more than one hun- 
ured thousand population. 
Tbe meaning of tbe existing law is in doubt. The 
Supeiior Courts of Sacramento, S in Joaquin and 
Los Angeles counties have decided th a t Township 
Justices were under existing laws excluded from 
holding Courts in such m unicipalises : and the Su­ 
perior C surt of Alameda couuty la s decided the 
other way. 
The second one is an Act to provide for the im 
provem ent of strett», etc., and the construction of 
sew'ers \v.thin munic.palit.es. 
This Act is in three 
parts. 
P art one authorizes the Legislature or gov­ 
erning body of every m unicipality to improve the 
streets thereof, and to construct sew trs therein ; 
requires a resolution of intention, to be published 
for teu days, descrioingthe work ai.d also specifying 
the exterior boundaries of the district of land to be 
affected by the proposed im provement; and to be 
assessed to pay the costs and expei.scs thereof; and 
al o requires that plans, specifications, and careful 
estim ates of the co*t» nd expenses of tho proposed 
work shall be furnished the City Counctf by the City 
Engineer befcre the resolution of intention is pub­ 
lished. 
Provides for advertising for bids for the 
proposed work, and th at the estim ates of the City 
Engineer shall t*e revised, to conform to the lowest 
proposal.

Senator Beck's speech on the tariff on 
W ednesday contained some very plain 
tru th s. 
He expressed the opinion th at the 
Tariff Commission had, failed to deal in­ 
telligently w ith the problem set before 
it, bnt .had allowed the protected manu­ 
facturers to frame the hill reported so as 
to help their selfish interests as much as 
possible. 
Ha pointed out that while 
making a pretense of reducing duties the 
Commission had in a number of instances 
actually increased them, and ho showed 
th a t taking the work of the Commission as 
a whole it was very unsatisfactory. 
Judg­ 
ing by the progress already made there is 
very little reason to hope that this Congress 
will reduce the Tariff appreciably, but if 
it fails to make ose of its opportunity there 
can be no doubt that the next Congress will 
be all the more thorough, and perhaps this 
is the best way to have the m atter 
arranged. 
I t is clear that the country will 
not be satisfied with any piddling reforms 
in this connection, and that if the Repub­ 
licans do not come np to the popular 
requirem ents they will be making capital 
for their opponents. 
Of coarse it is possi­ 
ble that the protected interests think them ­ 
selves Btrong enough to prevent reduction 
of the tariff by either party ; but if that 
is the case so much the worse for the 
Democrats.

ESCAPE 
FROM 
B 7 R N IÍG 
EUILDI.1GS 


We observed recently th at the action of 
the Secretary of W ar in preventing the 
application of the funds appropriated for 
th« improvement of the Sacramento river 
was the result of misapprehension. 
He 
did not understand the situation. 
Possi­ 
bly he wa3 deliberately misinformed.by 
stupid, ignorant, or interested parties. 
In 
any case bis action has injured the pros­ 
pects of the people of this valley, and if, 
as has already been openly intimated, they 
have been represented in this connection 
by persons who do not understand their 
interests, it is tim e th at they began to 
look after their own affairs. 
W e do not 
refer here to the Congressional delegation, 
but to Belf-appoiuted or officious persons 
who may have been working mischief, per­ 
haps even.with good intentions. Congress­ 
man Page appears to have done hia best 
to secure the appropriation, and to have 
defended it against the perverse interpreta­ 
tion of the Secretary of W ar. If, however, 
it turns out th at this Congressional relief,ia 
lost to us, there can be no question as to 
the seriousness of the misfortune. 
We 
may safely leave the people of the Sacra­ 
mento Valley to judge for themselves 
w hether they ought to bs “ congratulated” 
upon having been jockeyed out of the im­ 
portant relief measures of which they 
stood so urgently in need, and we do not 
think there will be two opinions among 
men capable of thinking at all, on this 


head. 
So fa: it has been found impossible to 
deal with the greatest and most imminent 
of all the dangers done by hydraulic min­ 
ing, namely the debris already accumulated 
in the streams. 
Congress, acting upon the 
recommendation of distinguished engineers, 
undertook to apply a practical and effective 
remedy for this evil. 
Outside of Congress 
there was no hope of relief or protection. 
If all the hydraulic miners were to build 
dams below their minea ; or if all the hy­ 
draulic mines were stopped permanently; 
this enormous accumulation of debr¡3 would 
still have to be disposed of, and would still 
threaten the valley with ruin. 
V et though 
these facts are so plain that the wayfaring 
man, though a fool, could not fail to appre­ 
hend them, we are now told th at people 
who pretend to be acting in the interest of 
the valley have been doing their utm ost to 
prevent the application of this relief. 
This 
is either a confession of imbecility or of 
treason, and those who are concerned 
may take whichever horn of the dilemma 
they prefer. 
For it is impossible to con­ 
ceive of any person, both sane and honest, 
deliberately opposing the construction of 
dams for the retention of the accumulated 
debrio, and there is no imaginable rational 
policy compatible with the leist regard for 
the interests of the valley, which could 
justify or excuse such a course. 
As for the pretense that the appropria­ 
tion could, would, might or should have 
helped the hydraulic miners, we can only 
characterize it as puerile. 
The question of 
the miners had nothing to do with this 
question. 
If the people of this valley do 
not understand 
by this time th at no 
amount of success in litigation against the 
miners cm protect them against the 350,­ 
000,000 cubic yards of debr¡3 already in 
the streams, they are not fit to take care 
of themselves. 
The complete carrying out 
of Judge Temple’s decision, which at pres­ 
ent seems to be the best that can be hoped 
for, cannot Bettle this difficulty. 
As the 


R e c o r d U n i o s has pointed out steadily 
for years, the people of the Sacramento 
valley must either obtain Congressional aid 
for th is ; failing that, they muet do the 
work themsolves ; and failing ability to 
do the work themselves, they may as well 
abandon their property. 
The effort to 
interest the State in the work has failed. 
Then there remained only Congress. That 
body was persuaded to make an appropria­ 
tion which, if judiciously expanded, would 
have committed it to the completion of the 
relief sought. 
And now we aro coolly told 
that this appropriation has been withheld 
through the machinations of persons who 
make the preposterous pretense of acting 
in the interests of the valley. 
Tho people of the valley will have to 
put tho eeal cf condemnation upon this 
phenomenal blunder. 
They cannot afford 
to let it be 6aid th at they are opposed to 
tho extension of aid and relief by Con­ 
gress, at a tim e when Congress is their 
only refuge. 
They cannot afford to let it 
be thought that they prefer to have their 
property destroyed, for th at is the atti­ 
tude in which it is sought to put them. 
They must make it known in the plainest 
possible way th at they do not agree with 
the Secretary of W ar ; th at they do not 
oppose the construction of dams for their 
protection ; th at they are not such eimplc- 
tous as to reject the substantial aid prof­ 
fered them by Congress ; th at they nuder 
stand their own interests, in short, and 
are not fighting their friends to their own 
injury. 
I t may be, however, th at the 
harm already done is for the present irre­ 
mediable. 
It is certainly questionable 
whether Congress will pass a river and 
harbor bill at this session. 
But whether 
now or hereafter, it is certain that Con 
gress alono can step in to save the Sacra­ 
mento valley from the great danger which 
threatens it, and that therefore earnest 
efforts should be made to prevent any 
further bungling and misconstruction at 
Washington. 


A t ike Milwaukee fire it is evident that 
m any lives were lost through reliance upon 
th e practicability of catching people jum p­ 
ing 
from great bights, in ciu vases or 
blankets. 
In every such esse tiroje hold­ 
ing the canvas or blanket failed to break 
th e shock of the fali. 
It may perhaps be 
doubted w hether it is possible to catch a 
person jumping from a sixth story, bo long 
as the canvas is held within a couple of 
feetof the ground. 
In such ewes it ought 
to be stretched at least six feet from the 
ground, to allow for the unavoidable sag 
nndsr the strain. 
B at the worst error 
consists in the manner of holding these 
canvas sheets. 
They ere held by a num ­ 
ber of men all of whom face inwards. 
Now in this position it is impossible for 
them to offer much resistanco to a strain 
w hich pulls them forward. 
In order to 
obtain the greatest possible resisting power 
ih e v ought to faco outward, holding the 
sh eet on their shoulders, and all leaning 
strongly away from the center. 
If this 


p la n were followed we are confident that 
th e sheets would be found really useful at 
firw , whereas np to the present time they 
3uve only served to lure people to their 
death, by offering an illusive semblance of 
escape from the flames. 


THE HOTEL HORROR. 


ELLVAT0B3 AS FIRE DRAFTS. 


In the Newhall House, 83 in hundreds of 
previous fires, the passenger elevator car. 
rieil the flames to the top of the building, 
and distributed them over every floor, 
with such rapidity that the icm ates could 
not etcipe. 
W hether the fire originated 
in the elevator is not clear, but we know 
from experience that whenever a fire slarts 
anywhere near one of those shafts, the up­ 
ward draft is certain to draw it in and to 
carry it to the top of the building. 
Bat 
for the tl vator shaft it is almost certain 
that the Newhall House fire could either 
i avo been controlled, or the people in the 
hotel would have had time to escape. The 
elevator as a factor in the modern hotel is 
indeed of very doubtful value. 
It enables 
hotels to be built higher than ever. 
It 
enables their pioprietors to let the top 
floors as easily as the lower ones. 
But in 
caee of fire it almost insures the rapid 
destruction of the whole building, and it 
cuts off the inmates of the upper floors 
from escape. 
No way has yet been found 
of avoiding the dangers which the elevator 
shift creates. 
In warehouses it is common 
to have closely fitting trap-doors which 
shut off evory floor in the shaft when the 
elevator is not running. 
B ut in most 
hotels the elevator is in use day and night, 
and therefore such a precaution cannot 
well be taken. 
I t is evident, however, 
that a few appalling disasters like th at at 
Milwaukee will make it necessary to in­ 
sure the safety of large hotels, since unless 
something in this direction is done the 
public will become afraid to occupy that 
class of buildings.

Shortly before 12 o’c'.ock the gang woikicg 
on the corner of Michigan street found two 
bodies close together, so badly mangled aB to 
be unrecognizable. They were bodies evi­ 
dently of persons who had jumped from the 
windows at that corner just in t'me to be 
caught by the falling Wills. None of the 
firemen uor spectators remember seeing two 
persons jump, and tho fsct that they lay on 
the pavement with no debris under^ them, 
proves thet they must have jumped, instead 
of having fallen wi ll the wall. 
ANXIOUS INQUIRIES. 
Tc-Iegrams are pouring in here from all 
parts of the country, asking for missing 
friends. Inquiry has been made by at least 
a d. Z9U wholesale houses in the East regard­ 
ing their traveling rr.er, who were due here 
Tuesday. Not one of those inquired f >r can 
bs found, and it is safe to assume that there 
were a great many more transient guests in 
the house than at first reported. 
PROBABLY ONE 
HUNDRED 
BODIES 
IN THE 
RUINS. 
The finding of two bodies so near tho edge, 
which bad cot before been seen, has given 
rise to the idea that there are at least 100 
bodies in the ruii s. I t will take several days 
to I e move the debris with as large a force as 
can be wcrked, and as tho register ia prc- 
servtd in the safe it will be impossible for a 
long time sfter all the bodies have been re­ 
covered to ascertain p. sitively who all tho 
victims are.

SOME OF THE VICTIMS. 
L. K. Smith, who no doubt jierished in the 
flimee, cim e here from KaasaB City some 
time age, and was employed ia D. W. Keys’ 
office, in the freight department tf the Sf. 
Paul Raiiroad. He occupied a room on the 
fourth floor, and was last sean in the building 
late on the night of the fire. 
Dan Martel, f rmerly a conductor on the 
Illinois Central R librad, i, among the vic­ 
tims. 
He haa been conductor on the Wis­ 
consin Central for some time past. 
I t is uow generally conceded that R. 
Howey, another Wisconsin Contral con­ 
ductor, ia among the victims. 
His relatives, 
however, say thefiody supposed to be Howey’s 
was that of some one else. 
George C. Smith, tho well-known railway 
agent, the local representative of tho Lake 
Shore and Michigan Soutberr, who re.ided at 
the Newhall, is missing. His body is s irely 
in the rnins. Ho wi-s last seen going to hia 
room. His son reached the city last night. 
SORROWFCL STORIE3. 
Mrs. L. W. Erowr, wife of the General 
Yardmaster of the Chicago and Northwest­ 
ern, ia dead. Mr. Brown made a rope of the 
sheets, which ha tied to a sewing machine- 
He slid down and received but slight injuries. 
After reaching a foothold he called to his wife 
to follow, but she did' no*, and a few mo­ 
ments later she was buried beneath the masi 
of falling bricks in her room. 
Judsoc J. Hiugb, cf Peoria, 111., who had 
boih legs broken aad received other intern-1 
injuries by jumping from the fifth-stcry win­ 
dow into canvas held by the firemen, died at 
the Central Police Station. 
Mr. Hough was 
vi*itiog the family of Allan Johnson. 
He 
was special agent of tl e Northwestern Fire 
Insurance Company cf this city, and leaves 
a wife and four children. He was about 40 
years of age. Theie was a touching scene 
when he tried to tell the bystanders where h i 
lived. 
He spelled out the words “ Peoria,” 
wife,” “ baby.” 
Charles Kelsey and Aon Kelsey, with the 
Tom Thumb Opera Company, are missing, 
and were undoubtedly burner*, to death. 
M ir. Sylvester Bleecher, wife of the man­ 
ager cf the Tcm Thumb Company, is not ex­ 
pected to live. She suffered a dislocation of 
the left shoulder and hip, and received a 
compound fracture of the knee joint. 
Death 
is momentarily expected. The other mem­ 
bers of the company are safe, and escaped 
without receiving acy injuries. 
James Gilland slates: I was ia the build­ 
ing at five minutes pa»t 4 o’clock anil asked 
the night clerk if my boye, Willy and Walter, 
were ou t The clerk said all help was out. 
I then turned my attention to the guestp, 
kmwiog many of them, having been eteward 
of the house up to Octobrr lsst. On the sec­ 
ond ftjor I recognized William E. Cramer 
and wife. 
Mrs. Cramer asked me and au 
unknown gentleman t j take Mr. Cramer 
down stairs, which we did by clasping hands, 
he sitting on them. In this manner we pro­ 
ceeded down stair?. 
Both aecrned to be 
greatly agitated. 
Mrs. Cramer requested me 
to take Mr. Cramer to a hotel. After placing 
him outside the door 1 left birr, sayirg there 
were others deserving attention. 
I returned 
and assisted James Ludirgton and Judge 
Paul out. Tnen I went to the Miehigac- 
street side of the bouse fora tims and assisted 
another across the alley. The last words my 
boys said to me last night were “ Good-by, 
pap», tc- norrow is pay-day.” The old man 
wa3 complete’y overe.mo when he finished 
telliog his story, and went away scbbiog. He 
said he would tiavo tried to savp his boys if 
he had known they were still in the building. 
Williams of J«cksonville, who escaped 
from the building with severe burn?, states 
ia walking along ihe hall from his room to a 
side builuing, he stumbled over at lesst six 
or fight bodies. He says, alt alcng the hall 
could be heard screams end heart-reading 
moan», as if many poor unfortunates were ia 
the pangs of death. In all probability the 
bidles of those persons lying ia the hall are 
buried beneath the ruins. 
PERSONAL EXPERIENCES. 
I. T. Ritchie, cf Louisville, Ky., said he 
was awakened about 4 o’clock by a great noise 
and clatter; he partially dressed and then 
found the hotel on fire. 
He was on the floor 
above the office, and on opening the door 
found the corridor full of smoko, ile worked 
his way to a corner room and got in. 
He 
found a man there partially dressed, tearing 
his ghee's and blankets into shreds, end 
twisting them into ropfs. The maa had tied 
one end to a chair. Ri'chis puflei the bed 
to the window and attached hss iiy tho im­ 
p ro v ed rope to it. The two then descended 
to the balcony, and after scram ing to the 
firemen a ladder was raised and they reached 
the ground. The Tom Thumb perty and a 
large number of people were on the balcony, 
and Ritchie says the scene was the mcHt ap­ 
p tiling he ever saw. The fl*:nes were fist 
closing in on them, and they were so fright­ 
ened that it was impossible to tell which way 
fhey escaped. An old woman lying on the 
bal cot y, who travels with Mr?. Tom Thumb, 
had both Lga broker, and was otherwise 
badly injured. She w.,s moaning and wail- 
iup, and crying most bitterly for some one to 
carry h r aw y. The whole pvrty, in aim ret 
a nude condition, were conveyed to the Plauk- 
inton Hotel, wneie lhe7 rtc:ived evory at­ 
tention pots’ble. Ritchie lost almost all his 
clothing. He left ou the 11 o’clock train.for 
hie home in Urango. 
Your correspondent called on Sehelier, 
proprietrr of the billiard-room and bar of Lhe 
Newhall 11-ure, and formerly chief clerk of 
the hotel, who is at his home ill from injuries 
received while aiding in rescuing lhe peopls 
from tne burning tu'lding. Scbeller said he 
was called up ae soon as the alarm was 
sniQced. Ha proceeded at once to the hotel, 
and, supposing for the moment that all the 
people ia the upper stories must have es­ 
caped, gave attentioa to those who had been 
taken out. When asked to give his theory as 
to the origin of the fire, Scbeller said : 
“ When I reached the hotel the fire seemed to 
be all in the upper etorhs, and I supposed it 
began there; but from the evidence presented 
and from all I learn here, I now think it a 
fact that the fire started in the lower part of 
the building near the elevator. I don’t see 
how it could possibly have begun, unless 
somebody *et it. The only thing that makes 
it impossible for me to suppose it was of in­ 
cendiary origin is the fsct that I cannot un­ 
derstand what motive anybody cauld have 
for such act.” 


GILBERT’S LEAP—A 6TRANGE INCIDENT. 
John Giibert, the comedian, of the Minnie 
Palmer Company, jumped from the third- 
story window with his wife in his arms. 
About the same time a man named Johnson 
jumped from the window above. 
He jumped 
on Mr. and Mrs'. Ciibart, and the united 
weight of both men cru hed the wife to death. 
The actor’s head was cat and braised in a 
frig h tfu l manner, and he waa picked np in an 
unconscious state and conveyed to the Plank- 
iaton Home. 


When Mrs. Gilbert’s body reiched the 
Morgue an Irishman identified the coipse as 
that of hia daughter. 
He at once proceeded 
to take from tbe fingers of the dead woman 
her sparkling rings, and wrench the orna­ 
ments from her ears. 
At that moment old 
Mrs. Donshue (Gilbert’s mother) reached 
the Morgue, and with a passionate burst of 
gritf recognized the body as that of her 
daughter-in-law. 
“ It is my child,” cried the 
alleged father, still stripping the jewelry from 
the dead woman’s person. The grief-s'ricken 
old lady and the robter confronted each 
other, and a painful scene occurred amid the 
ghastly surroundings, which created the 
greatest confusion. 


TALK OF INCENDIARISM. 
Oce of the main topics of conversation, 
while dwelling on the dreadful holocaust, is 
the number of times the Newhall has been 
ignited through the instrumentality of ma­ 
licious persons. A gentleman who occupied 
quarters in the house said the building had 
been set on fire at least four times during the 
past two years. Once a fire was set in a chair 
piled with kirdliog. 
The fire got a pzetty 
good start. 
The next time a fire was started 
in a barrel of tinder, which stood in the hall 
on the first floor against tbe elevator. This 
time also the house had a narrow escap\ 
Tho next time a hole was torn through the 
plaster ia the wall at the bottom of the ele­ 
vator, a mass of itiflimmahle stuff inserted, 
which was fired, and was only extinguished 
with the greatest difficulty. 
Still another 
time a fire was started near the bar-room on 
the first floor adjacent to the west side of the 
elevator theft. 
These all had an undoubted 
incendiary origin. 
They were started at 
night, also near the elevator, so as to preclude 
any idea of saving the house; but each time 
luck held sway and the blazes were blighted. 
This time the fire fiend was successful, as flia 
Iheory seems to leave no doubt of incendiar­ 
ism. The building was badly constructed. 
Only a few weeks ago a fire was ignited in P. 
A. Hendy’s room from a bad grate, and 
burned considerably beforo being put out. 
This ia supplemented by another slight fire in 
Hemdy’s quarters last week, but no special 
damage was done. 


AN IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 
William McKenzie, night watchman of the 
hotel, makes the following important state­ 
ment : “ Ol the night of tho tiro I made my 
rounds as usual, visiting the different lodging 
floors and basement rooms. Nothing uan-uaj 
waB observed. 
The bar-room was r pon till 2 
o’clock in tho mcrning. 
Go r;ze Scheller is 
the proprietor thereof. About three-quarters 
of au hour after I bad been to the wor d- 
room—about 2 o’clock—and in opening the 
door leading to tho bar-room, I saw that the 
place was still occupied. At a later hour I 
ran the elevator down to take up a gentle­ 
man who came from tho bar. 
Nothing 
like smoke was detected then. A t 3:30 
o’clock in the morning, T. B. Efiiott catne 
on the late train. 
I was in the office, and 
he asked mo if the elevator was running. 
I 
told him I would tako him up, and did bo. 
lettiog him out at the third fbor. 
I then 
wen' up to tha top floor, taking a railway 
conductor up from the third to that. I lorked 
around the halls, and got into the elevator to 
godown. 
This was a few ininutee pssl half 
past 3 o’clock. 
As I got iu*o the elevator I 
noticed a very little smoke, and immediately 
started down to are where it came from. 
By 
the time I reached the cffice floor the smoke 
wa3 so dens9 that I could go no further 
iu the elevator. Throwing open the door I 
rushed cut and started for the stair?, shouting 
to the night clerk that there was a fire down 
below, and I was going to see about it. By 
tho time I reached the bottom of the c-levator 
shaft the smoke was so dense and stifling 
that I knew something must be done. 
I 
called to the engineer, who was in tho engine- 
room, and told him to rouse tha servants. 
Then I started back to awaken people. 
By 
the time I reached the first fl >or above the 
office, and had rapped at Mr. Cramer’s door, 
the heat cracked the gbss doors of the ele­ 
vator, and in a moment afterwards the 
flame3 pour6d out. 
In tha mean time 
I rushed into the bank building, 
and 
aroused 
as 
many 
lodgers 
in 
that 
portion as I could. Afterwards I rendered 
what help I cculd in rescuing the people. I 
hardly know what to say about tha com­ 
mencement of the fire, but know that it 
ciught at the bottom ot tbe elevator, and not 
on the upper fl >ors. There wae nothing any­ 
where around the elavater that could burn 10 
quickly, and at half-past 3 o’clock ¡here was 
no smoke in the elevator. 
Either Elliott or 
myself would havo noticed it. After the 
emoke waa discovered there was ecarcely time 
to do anything before tha whole thing was 
abhze. I t might have caught in some of the 
shops in the basement that back up to tha 
bottom of íli3 elevator ; but on the bottom 
floor of tbe hotel part there waa nothing that 
could poeribly burn that way, and that could 
have oeen smoldering thronghcut the night. 
This is shown by the fact that so many were 
arouud until such a short time before the ac­ 
tual blaze occurred. 
I dou'i know that the 
fire was ircenliary, but there is a very queer 
look to it.” 
INCIDENTS OF THE SEARCH. 
“ A body,” “ a body,” shouted an excited 
workman r.t about 7 o’clock this morning, 
thrilling the thousands present, and a wild 
rush w es made for the source of tbe cry. The 
police repelled the onslaught as best they 
could, but hundreds pressed by and sur­ 
rounded the corps of workmen, waiting with 
breaffihss anxioty while the men carefully 
and tenderly romoved the bricks and charred 
pieces from a cindered petticoat. The gar­ 
ment was finally unovercd and drawn cut, 
but encased nothing of human form. The 
same exciting scene occurred when a lady’s 
fine leather satchel was disinterred. 
I t cor.- 
tainel a wallet, which no one was allowed to 
touch or examine, so to whom it belonged is 
yet a matter unknown. 
Then the crowd 
rushed forward as the workmen delicately re­ 
moved an infant’d garb. 
It contained no re­ 
mains, and was placed with tha other dis­ 
coveries, and tbe three formed a little mound 
on a slab, tho object of thousands of curious 
ob ervers and sympathetic glances. Towards 
evening pieces of flesh were found under the 
servant»’ quarters, but were in fuc'o a state 
that the doctors cauld not determine whether 
they belonged to a human trunk or not.

H is entrance into political life was encouraged by 
one of the professors whose lav lscturos he attended, M . V atette, who foresaw th at he 
would attain emiruncs ns n politician and statesm an. 
In tha Corps Legislatif the unmaas- 
orad invt'C'ive with which he asosiied the tottering Umpire gave him h i, greatest distinction. 
H astrenuouily oppos’d the war w ith Prussia. 
A fter the collapse of the Em pire at Sedan 
he was m vle M inister cf the Interior. 
Stim ulated by a patriotic belief th at the fortune? of 
France could be redeemed under his leadership, he escaped from P -ris in a balloon, at the 
imminent risk cf hia life, aud was landed at Anr.ienp. 
From thence he made his way to

Chiefly ?s the 
result of .is inspiring energy tho army cf the Loire was organized, a force of 180,000 in­ 
fantry and artillery, with a lar.e force of cavalry besides; and ha 1 he been a m ilitary man 
possibly the tide of victory would have turned in favor of invaded France, notwithstanding 
the surrender of the army a t M e’.z as wall >13 Sedaa. 
When at the end of January, 1S71, he 
issue 1 a decree ag :in: t any of the officials ia the late E n p ire taking part ia the pendiog 
elections, Bismarck oppossd h m and (Iim betta resigned. 
The election of M . Thiors to the 
Presidency and p -acs vdth Germany followed. 
M. G im betta sat iu the Chamber of D epj- 
t c j as louder of tha Extrem e L ift, but gave the President a steady and cordial support. 
Since the beginning ot the Third .Republic he has always resisted tne reactionary tendencies, 
Lat iia? outlived his popularity among the extreme theorists and the rabble who follow them. 
As President of tho c h imbar of D pu’.ies he was succereful, but his brief adm iuistrstion as 
Prem ier in the early par; o i last y ,a r was a failure, as his friaucia say, because premature. 
H e die 1 the strongest of Ibench statesmen, though out of office, and ail Europe feels the 
i.horir of his departura.
